The "good old days"? They 
never were. That, at least, is 
the opinion Donald Hough, Am¬ 
erican author, sets forth in the 
current Uotarian Magazine^ 

“Men change, but time goes 
on,” he says. “Tests prove that 
the apple of today is a better 
apple than that of 50 years ago. 

'I he Weather Bureau finds that 
over a period of 50 years there 
has been a change of a small frac 
lion of one degree in the mean 
temperature of a certain small 
area in th e Southeastern part of 
tiie United States, otherwise all 
is the same as before. The snow 
lies just as deep, the winters are 
just as cold, the summers are 
just as hot — or vice versa. 

To this, Hough adds the ver¬ 
dict that the best cooking is 
found not on the farm of yester¬ 
day, but in the restaurant of 
today.

The world’s founder, expert 
and publicist on credit unions is 
Roy F. Bergengren, and his lat¬ 
est book Cun a Emerges has just 
gone into its third edition. Mr. 
Bergengren states flatly that 
credit uniiojns do not and cannot 
replace banks, and that on the 
contrary they all do their busi¬ 
ness with banks. They cause 
. o loss of business whatsoever 
to banks, lie says, because the 
unions deal only in small sav¬ 
ings and small loans which 
otherwise would not be made at 
all.
